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i. The Gradia Central workshops are located“on the northeastern outskirts 
of Ljubljana, 00 meters north of the Ljubljana-Zagreb railway line and 
700 meters south-sovshwest of a cemetery, The plante employ about 300 
workers, including any German and Italian former prisoners~of-war, 
‘The average salary is based on 2 dinars per hour. As far as is known, 
the workshops operete without military control. 


2. The plants are usec. for the repair of motor vehicles and other machines , 
Such aS cranes, troctors, et cetera, The repair work is slow. 


3- The installations zonsist of 10 lathes, one of which is vertical, four 
new large ones, ani five older large ones which are ina poor state of 
wepair. There are three milling cutters of Italian type, and two 
tractors of American origin.

The building under construction, which is almost completed, will be 
equipped with two cranes. On the north there ig a factory producing glue 
and to the south, a saw mill and a lumber yard. Almost opposite the 
plants, beyond th: road, there are several barracks in which the workers

5o Two similar workshops, also called "Gradigt » are located in the nei ghbor— 
hood of Siska (Ljusljara).
